east of IMigot sound, the Olympian 
range and ibe glaciers west of i'ugpl 
Kound In Washington, the Cascade 
range and Crater lake In Oregon, the 
Teton range in Wyoming, the canyons 
of the Colorado nnd the wild and pic- 
turesque scenery of the lower Itockles 
should be preserved. There is already 
a movement In this direction, for most 
ot these places have been set npnrt ns 
reservations, but until they arc actual- 
ly established as national parks by net 
of congress there will always be a pos- 
sibility of their being returned to the 
public domain and becoming the prop- 
erty of the private Individual or i-orpo- 
rate speculator. These lands can be 
secured now -without' cost. All such 
publlo parks Ontl favor with the people, 
nnd regret li expreued tbit some great 
forest reservation* or parks were not 
established » hundred years ngo. II Is 
proposed even now to buy lands In the 
Appalachian range for a great park 
which wlll;be somttblng like the Yel- 
lowstone, park and cover parts of both 
Virginia and North Carolina. 
It lias 


been demonstrated that these park« 
are tho onljr practical method of pre- 
servlug the wild snimsls aud game of 
the country. These unlmals learn they 
are not hunted In Yellowstone park, 
and there they gather and thrive.
